Saccharin & DES, what’s the connection? 


By LARRY MARSHALL 

The banning of that ar¬ 
tificial sweetener—sacchar¬ 
in—could prove to be one of 
the best things that has hap¬ 
pened to the U.S. cattle 
feeding industry in many 
years. 

What's the connection? 

“The size of the uproar," 


says Cal Santare of the 
Western States Meat Pack¬ 
ers Assn. "When certain 
mysterious preservatives or 
hormones—like DES or ni¬ 
trates—are banned by the 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration, there is much ap¬ 
plause from misinformed 
consumers and the public in 


general. To them, such bans 
merely indicated that in¬ 
deed Big Daddy has the in¬ 
terest of the populace at 
heart. 

"But when saccharin is 
restricted on the same kind 
of flimsy evidence, howls of 
outrage from the dieting 
public indicate that now 


perhaps a backlash has 
begun that might well result 
in the reexamination of the 
evidence against DES, 
nitrates and nitrites,” sug¬ 
gested Santare. 

The FDA UBed the same 
test procedures in these two 
instances—massive injec¬ 
tions of the test substance 


into rats or mice. The net 
result is a dosage many, 
many times higher than 
ever likely to occur in 
people. For instance, to get 
a therapeutic dose of DES as 
has been prescribed by doc¬ 
tors for women for many 
years, a person would have

The 
bull had a birth weight of 75 
lb., a 206-day weight of 716 
lb. and a yearling weight of 
1200 lb. He recorded an 
average daily gain ratio of 
120 in a group of 66 per¬ 
formance tested bulls. 

Howard Sakolsky and 
Irving Matlow, owners of 
T.S. Cattle Co., Ltd., do¬ 
nated Cherokee Sugar 
Cano, a polled bull with a 


1180 lb. The animal had an 
average daily gain ratio of 
116 in a group of 41 bulls. 

The three animals ori¬ 
ginally were purchased 
from Mrs. Tweet Kimball, 
owner of Cherokee Ranch, 
Sedalia, Colo., at the 11th 
annual Rocky Mountain 
Santa Gertrudis Sale in 
Denver.

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Finney, Monier hit Senate with beef production facts 


If fi'vding of grain to cat- 
lie won? eliminated, con.su- 
mt-rs would pay higher 
prices for a smaller supply 
of less pnhitabk- beef, the 
Senate Select Committee oa 
Nutrition was told. 

The explanation of beef 
production economics was 
provided by Winy Finney, 
past president of the Ameri¬ 
can National Cattlemen's 
Assn., and Torn Monier, 
president of the National 
Livestock Feeders Assn. 

The hearing was called by 
Senator George McGovern 
(D-S.I).). committee chair¬ 
man, following widespread 
objections to parts of the 
committee report on “Die¬ 
tary Goals for the United 
States." One of the commit¬ 
tee recommendations was 
that red meat consumption 
be reduced. 

Statements made in con¬ 
nection with the report have 
implied that grain feeding 
mitoinniicnlly results in ex¬ 
cessive fat production in 
beef, is wasteful of grain, 
increases beef production 
costs and causes higher 
beef prices to consumers. 

Finney and Monier ex¬ 
plained why these economic 
assumptions were wrong. 
They also emphasized that 
the committee is not justi¬ 
fied in recommending uni¬ 
versal diet changes without 
scientific proof of the diet- 
fat - cholesterol - heart di¬ 
sease hypothesis. 

The cattle industry 
spokesmen recommended 
that the committee: Cease 
distribution of its present 


report; make no further 
dietary recommendations 
without consideration of all 
available evidence; take 
additional testimony from 
the many scientists on “the 
other side" who have not 
been given an opportunity 
to testify or submit research 
findings: and see that cor¬ 
rect information nn beef 
economics is disseminnted. 

Ollier witnesses dealt 
with scientific issues, while 
the cattlemen sought to 
clear up misconceptions 
about beef production. They 
said: 

1) Elimination of grain 
feeding—forcing depend¬ 
ence for beef production 
entirely on grass and for¬ 
age—would reduce beef 
supplies by 1/4 to 1/3. In 
197U. n projected supply 
reduction of27% could have 
raised average retail prices 
by 60 cents lb. The beef also 
would be less tender and 
flavorful- 

2) If feedlot feeding were 
cutout, beef supplies would 
fluctuate much more wide¬ 
ly. This would mean more 
unstable prices as well 119 
seasonal variations in avila- 
bility. It would mean peri¬ 
odic layoffs of packing plant 
employees, and average per 
unit costs of beef processing 
would increase, further 
raising retail prices. 

3) Cattle feeders annual¬ 
ly use 6 million tons of 
fibrous by-products from 
the grain milling, food pro¬ 
cessing, oilseed processing, 
fruit, fiber and other in¬ 
dustries—materials which 
otherwise would represent

4) U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, college and 
industry analyses show 
clearly Ihnt Lhe least-cost 
(most efficient) method of 
producing beef generally 
involves feeding of grain, 
with its greater contest of 
feed energy, during the 
latter growing and finishing 
stages of cattle production. 
This is because of u shorter 
total growing period, smal¬ 
ler totnl feed requirements n 
higher yield of meat per 
animal, and a leveling out of 
supply, with more efficiency 
in processing and distri¬ 
bution. The price of grain 
relative to roughage has 
never reached a point where 
there is nol potential for 
least-cost production from 
use of grain. 

The caLLlemen quoted a 
university study showing 
that oil-forage beef pro¬ 
duction would not become 
least-cost unLil corn was at 
least $4.60 per bushel, and 


even then choice carcasses 
(and roughage prices) 
might be high enough so 
that grain would have to go 
even higher in order to force 
a change to an all-foruge 
system. 

5) Cattlemen do not 
advocate over-feeding, and 
they note Hint most grnin- 
Fed beef is not excessively 
fnt. In order to foster 
production of adequately 
marbled but leaner and 
more economical beef (and 
carcasses with a greater 
proportion of retail cuts in 
relation to trim), USDA 
udopted changes in beef 
grading standards lust year. 

6) Historically, a i00-mil¬ 
lion-bushel change in corn 
supply has resulted in a 6 
cent per bushel change in 
price in the short term. If 
corn feeding to cattle wore 
cut in half, there would be a 
corn price drop of 20 cents 
per bushel. This would 
mean a loss of $ 1.2 billion to 
corn farmers on the current 


crop, or a taxpayer subsidy 
to corn growers. 

The primary reason 
grass-fed beef has been 
available in substantial 
quantities at low prices at 
times during the past few 
years, Finney said, is that 
there has been a cyclically 
very lurge supply of calves 
and non-fed steers and hei¬ 
fers. It was not because 
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such beef was cheap to pro¬ 
duce. The animals were sold 
at substantial financial los¬ 
ses to producers. 

Under most circumstan¬ 
ces, he said, the only time a 
producer of feeder cattle 
will get an adequate price is 
when the feeder can pay 
considerably more for a 
feeder animal than an 
packer will. The producer 
generally will not be ahle to 
sell cattle directly off grass 
for slaughter and still show

Texans perfect sterile screwworm release method 


A new method of re¬ 
leasing sterile screwworm 
flies without boxes is being 
used over the Rio Grande 
Valley, as well as the Cor¬ 
pus Christi, San Antonio, 
and Laredo areas. 

USDA’s Screwworm Era¬ 
dication Program started 
using free release of chilled 
flies in these areas during 
February. All other parts of 
south Texas are still re¬ 
ceiving flies dispersed in 
boxes, according to Dr. 
Robert Miller, acting veteri¬ 
narian in charge of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Supervisory engineering 
technician, Vic Blackweld- 
er, did much of the work in 
developing this fly delivery 
system. Tests indicate this 
procedure delivers a fly 
fully as effective as those 
released in boxes which 
open as they drift to the 
ground. 

Scientists at the program, 
which is operated for USD A 
by the Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service, 
have worked for years to 
develop this idea. They 
wanted to avoid the expense

This year's race was a 
special feature to a day of 
regular racing at Santa 
Anita sponsored by Ran- 
cheros Visitadores of Santa 
Barbara, Calif. The Ran- 
cheros Visitadores are a 
group of ranchers and 
horsemen who annually 
gather in the Santa Barbara 


area for a week-long trek 
into the mountain country in 
celebration of an early Cali¬ 
fornia-type fiesta. This 
annual event began in 1930 
and is considered one of the 
most unique horse activities 
in the world. Horsemen 
from all over the world come 
to California to participate 
in the ride, along with other 
activities the group plans. 

This year they wanted a 
mule race and Margaret and 
Ruby were the likely vic¬ 
tims. In the actual race tliis 
year, Ruby took the lead 
from the very beginning, 
but Margaret stayed strong, 
with Ruby beating Mar¬ 
garet by a scant nose at the 
finish line.

North Dakota rural crime up 

Rural crime continues to the incidence 


increase in North Dakota. 
Crime figures for recent 
years indicate a jump of 9% 
from 1973 lo \974 and an al¬ 
most 11% Increase in 1975, 
reports Dr. F.C. Humphrey, 
extension sociologist at 
North Dakota Stale Univer¬ 
sity, Fargo. 

The major crime in rural 
North Dakota is burglary, 
accounting for 46% of the 
total rural crimes com¬ 
mitted. Larceny-th oft ac¬ 
counted for another 44% of 
rural crime and motor ve¬ 
hicle Lhefl about 6%. 
Violent crimes such as mur¬ 
der. rape, assnult and rob¬ 
bery made up the remaining 
4%. 

The seriousness of thu 
burglary problem is illus¬ 
trated by the fact that rural 
burglary accounted for 40% 
of the total burglaries in 
North Dakota in 1976, al¬ 
though only 19% of the total 
crimes were committed in 
the rural areas. 

Several factors contribute 
to increasing rural crime. A 
genera] increase in popu¬ 
lation and the Increase , in 
housing developments out¬ 
side of urban areas add to

Rising production costs 
are the biggest concerns of 
ranchers participating in a 
poll taken at the American 
National Cattlemen's Assn, 
convention. Sixty-one per¬ 
cent of the 176 surveyed 
participants listed rising 
production costs as one of 
the three major concerns. 

The two other leading 
factors cited by the cattle¬ 
men were the price's they re¬ 
ceived for beef and 
government action relating 
to their industry. 

The survey was con¬ 
ducted as part of the Na¬ 
tional Production Credit 
Assn, exhibit program at 
the ANCA convention in At¬ 
lanta. The ranchers were di¬ 
vided on their outlooks for 
the industry. Exactly 50% 
said the outlook is brighter 
and the other half said 
prospects for the future 
seem to be the same or 
poorer. 

Seventy - eight percent 
said they planned to mam- 
mi" their entile operations 
at about the same size in the 
next year. About 20% said 
they would expand their 
operation, 16% or more in 
the coming year. Only 2% 
said they planned to reduce 
the size of their operation. 

PCAs are conducting sur¬ 
veys ut major agricultural 
conventions this year lo 
keep abreast of the concerns 
and outlooks of fanners and 
ranchers across the nation.

supermarkets about their 
feelings on the ban. “If 
some guy has the freedom 
to stick a cigarette in his 
face, 1 should be able to 
drink some diet cola," said 
one shopper. Another re¬ 
plied that this was another 
instance of government 
"stepping in to further 
control the public." 

And another phenomen¬ 
on was observod at the 
supermarkets. Customers 
were buying loads of their 
fnvorite soft drinks and diet 
coins, as well as boxes of the 
artificial sweetener. They 
were obviously not afraid of 


getting cancer, notes San¬ 
tare. 

“People are beginning to 
recall the ban on the use of 
cyclamatesthatcaused such 
a furor back in L9G9,” says 
Santare. And they remem¬ 
ber that by 1974, due to 
more careful study, it began 
to appear that the cyclamate 
ban was apparently un¬ 
justified. 

"Attention was caught 
possibly because the ban 
against cyclomates directly 
affected the public, as does 
the ban against saccharin; 
whereas the restrictions 
against DES seemed remote 


and unimportant, because 
they were never on sale in 
the local supermarket. 

“So perhaps we should 
encourage the FDA to ban 
more products that ace on 
the shelves and are 
popular," he suggests. 
"One result might be a re¬ 
examination of the Delaney 
Clause, which states: ‘Any 
additive which is found to 
induce cancer when in¬ 
gested by man or animal 
must be removed from the 
market.' Certainly there are 
other ‘dangerous’ products 
that are popular but could 
cause cancer in mice if huge 


doses were injected into 
their bodies." 

And too much of anything 
can cause health problems. 
Ju9t recently, for instance, a 
young woman died from 
drinking too much water.

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Average retail beef prices 
in mid-March were un¬ 
changed from the previous 
month, the American No¬ 
tional Cattlemen's Assn, re¬ 
ported. 

The association's month¬ 
ly 19-city survey of super 
markets showed that the na¬ 
tional average price of five 
representative beef cuts on 
March 10 was $1.40 lb., un¬ 
changed from both the 
February and January aver¬ 
ages. 

This year's March aver¬ 
age was six cents higher 
than a year earlier, how¬ 
ever. 

"Production of beef and 
other meats has continued 
large," said Wray Finney, 
ANCA president, "and this 
has kept meat prices rela¬ 
tively low for most of the 
past year. 

"However, prices are ex¬ 
pected to increase again 
inter this spring. Because of 
prolonged financial losses 
in the cattle industry, there

Cattle and wholesale beef 
prices rose late in 1976, but 
otherwise they have not 
shown much change for sev- 
eral months. Recently, 
there was some further 
weakness in cattle prices. 

ANCA’s 5-cut average for 
March rose in 9 cities, de¬ 
creased in 9 cities, and was 
unchanged in one. Round 
steak and chuck roast prices 
in March averaged slightly 
less than in February; sir¬ 
loin steak and T-bone steak 


averaged higher, and 
ground beef was un¬ 
changed. 

Average retail beef prices 
vary among cities because 
of differences in wage rates, 
transportation costs, types 
of beef and the amount of 
“price specialing'’ of vari¬ 
ous cuts at survey time. The 
featuring that is going on at 
the time of the survey is a 
major factor in variations 
from month to month for. a 
given city. 
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Finney said that severe 
winter weather in some 
areas has been a disruptive 
factor in both cattle produc¬ 
tion and beef marketing. In 
addition, he noted, drouth 
conditions in parts of the 
Midwest and the West 
could cause still more herd 
liquidation, increase beef 
supplies in the short term 
and probably lower prices. 
But this could contribute to 
sharper reduction in beef 
supplies later.

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The Comments column in 
the Feb. 21 Western Live¬ 
stock Journal where there 
was listed seven remedies 
as the prescription to reach 
profitability in the cattle 
feeding business is interest¬ 
ing. 

Several of the seven items 
concern the methods used 
to merchandise meat, and 
while there is a definite 
need for improvement 
there, 1 believe the number 
one remedy lined—tha re¬ 
duction of numbers—is the 
most important, may be the 
easiest to accomplish, 
would provide long term 
stability to the entire in¬ 
dustry, and is something 
that producers can do by 
themselves, with their 
neighbors, without waiting 
or depending on some law¬ 
yer, promoter or politician. 

The rancher can reduce 
his cow numbers by as much 
as 50% from recent levels, 
and still market all his 
grass. 

What is written here isn’t 
new, but I believe should be 
repeated enough times so 
that all producers realize 
that they can accomplish a 
self-help remedy and pull 
themselves out of their own 
sclf-destmcting financial 
plight. 1 do not believe 
producers should complain 
about inferior quality im¬ 
ports, poor merchandising, 
or anything else until they 
squarely face tho fact that 
producers, as a group, can 
inainLnin much more control 
over their own income than 
what they presently do. 

A producercan reduce his 
cmv herd numbers by 
30-GU7.- and sLill market nil 
the grass or other feed he 
grows simply by keeping 
the calves and growing 
them out to at least 700-900 
lb. 

If this would be done on a 
continuing basis, we would 
have a leveling out of the 
tremendous ups and down 
of the cattle cycle. There 
would be fewer numbers of 
breeding stock dial may or 
may not come on the 
slaughter market all at 
once. There would be fewer 
ins and outers, because not 
many would want to spend 
the money to buy an 800 lb. 
open heifer for breeding. 
There would be more sta¬ 
bility because the numbers 
would stay current with the 
slaughter demand, instead 
of one or two years distant 
from it. 


producers get together with 
their neighbors, study the 
facts, and realize that they 
do not have to rely entirely 
on someone else for a rea¬ 
sonable return for their 
work and investment. They 
can have a lot more control 
of their own profitability 
level, and can help provide 
badly needed stability to 
their own future and to the 
entire industry as well.

Poor 'choice 1 


Judging from the article 
that appeared in the Feb. 21 
issue of Western Livestock 
Journal titled “Record low 
beef spending causes 
alarm” it looks like the for¬ 
est is starting to die. Why? 
The consumer is backing 
away from the poor grade of 
choice that requires ten¬ 
derizing methods and has 
no flavor. Without fat there 
is no flavor. Even McDon¬ 
alds knows it. Their formula 
for hamburger contains 
25% choice cod fat. 

The consumer wants a 
tasty, juicy piece of red 
meat. This means that the 
beef has to be abundantly 
marbled and bright cherry 
red in color and to be tasty 
and must have reached ma¬ 
turity before being slaugh¬ 
tered. This movement in 
lower beef spending starts 
with the livestock producer. 
He is trying to breed a 
larger animal who will not 
reach maturity until they 
arc beyond 1400 lb. Now 
these larger breeds are 
going to slaughter in their 
growing stage, therefore 
they ore tasteless. The pro¬ 
ducer better start thinking 
along tho lines of the 
English breeds who mature 
under 1400 lb. The groin 
producer better start worry¬ 
ing because if the grain is 
not going to be consumed by 
animals it must be sold for 
export which is dwindling 
and we'll be back to sub¬ 
sidized fanning. The feeder 
better start learning how to 
change his feeding program 
to a higher percentage of 
protein which builds meat 
instead of outside backfat. 
The meat packers better be 
looking for higher grade of 
feed cattle or he will lose his 
volume. 


Assn, of Artificial Breeders, 
end the National Farmers 
Organization, and what 
have you, having all people 
in each group look one way, 
do the same thing, which 
brings about the conditions 
you are bellyachin' about. 

At present this Beef 
Taskforce is just another 
such a group, which will be 
more tyrannical and effect a 
greater harm if this 
referendum passes. Cer¬ 
tainly you should want no 
more of 9uch government 
intervention.
